"Senate bill No. 4}> is a com- 
plete revision of the present road 
laws of Kentucky, and instead 
of the present county road over- 
seer or road taperiateBdant« the 
M;";:istriitcs elect a county road 
engineer, who inunt be a quuliti- 
ed road builder or engineer and 
while at present there are not 
Yery n^any of this cIhss in Ken- 
tacky, yet, in order that he mny 
<jiialify himself he is rei|uired, ' 
under the provisions of this bill i 
to hold county road iostitatei in] 
each road preciiict in hi:* (!ounty 1 
<4utiug each year. This will not! 
enly make the county road en^ri- 1 
neer qualify hiiuKelf, Imt will 
also create a sentiment in the , 
various covntiee of onr State for 
-%|>ublic roiWd^. ' We aUo^ *w4y 
jvtlb the present force knows as 
^e warning or militia system of 
working the roads. 

The oonnty road engiDeer looks 
aftet the roads in the oosnty,

thirds vote of the county to issue 
its bonds to jiay for the roads!

his part, and sends the plans,

"This State road fund is to be 
apportioned among the cou.ities 
of the State in pn>protion to the 
anionnf the counties levy and 
raise in any one year and put in- 
to repair and improvement of 
their public roads. It might be 
possible that there will not be a 
sufficient amount in the State 
road fund to pay as nmcli as 
would satisfy the deniaucjs wtiich 
may be made by the caupties 
TiM» f>i<e«M*iiMm of this -Mli-'ikM* 
that the State will pay one-tUifd 
and the county two-thirds the 
cost of constructing or recon- 
structing improved highways, 
and if any eounty wishes to go 
the limit as allowed by the con- 
stitutional a,mendment and at 
once vote a 6 per cent, bonded 
indebtedness for the purjtose of 
building* public roads, this bill 
permits them t-u do so, and this 
county can draw its proportion- 
ate part of the amount iu the 
State ^ad fund from year to year

Tlie Tariff on Bibles. 

Bibl«a ari^ to cost more. A 
jok«r jt)at' i^nnd in the new tar- 
itr law a^di 15 per cent to the 
duty on iiittles. The news be- 
came public when a large num- 
ber of religious periodicals ap- 
peared .carryitiK advertisements 
inserted by Bible distributors to 
the eticc' tlint, "owinp to an iii- 
creara in the tariff, we are oblig- 
ed to withdraw our prioM on all 
Bildos .iiid testaments lilted in 
our im) catalog." 

Under the old t'Uritl' law a duty 
of S6 per rent was imposed on all 
KibleR ^'whose chief cost is pa- 
pier." The new law contains 
this phrase, but the tariff mak- 
ers added the phrase "and 40 per 
cent on all Bibles whose chief 
eoet is leather." Tlie ebief cost 
iif virtuiiily all the better classes 
of Bibles imported into this 
country is the binding. The jok-
